REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish 
brush  and  woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of 
forest  protection  in  1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions 
nearly  equalling  at  times  those  of  1947  when  great 
losses  were  suffered  in  New  Hampshire  and  New  Eng- 
land, fire  damage  and  loss  this  year  have  been  grati- 
fyingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people,  we 
can  hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let 
us  remember  that  in  any  year,  over  90%  of  all  fires 
are  caused  by  carelesness  and  that  all  of  these  man- 
caused  fires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland 
than  for  many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers 
and  tourists  who  use  our  outdoors  are  also  more 
numerous  than  ever  before.  We  must  therefore  be 
ready  for  fires  which  might  occur  but,  above  all,  pre- 
vention by  everyone  is  the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will 
help,  as  follows: 
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(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden 
before  kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and 
tobacco  before  dropping  or  throwing  them 
down.  In  automobiles,  always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smoke  to  the  warden  with- 
out delay. 

The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will 
go  far  to  insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  co- 
operation in  this  way  is  earnestly  solicited.

In  addition  there  are  27  junior  high  and  31 
senior  high  school  pupils  from  Strafford  enrolled  in 
Austin-Cate  Academy.  This  year  for  the  first  time,  the 
school  census  (by  state  regulation)  included  children 
from  birth  to  five  years  of  age  also.  There  were  114 
children  enumerated  in  the  first  six  years  of  age,  as 
against  72  in  the  last  six  (ages  10-14) .  This  prospective 
increase  of  58%  calls  for  renewed  plans  for  housing 
in  the  future.  Proposed  legislation  in  Congress  this 
year  will  probably  include  substantial  aid  for  school 
building.  Federal  aid  for  education  without  federal 
■control  will  also  be  given  to  the  states  for  their  public 
schools  in  order  to  help  regions  where  it  is  now  a 
crushing  burden  even  to  maintain  inferior  schools.  All 
states  will  share  in  this  federal  aid  for  their  most 
needy  districts. 

On  the  state  level,  state  aid  should  be  increased  to 
mitigate  heavier  local  tax  burdens  due  to  higher  pupil 
enrollment  and  lower  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar. 
Special  state  aid  should  also  be  provided  in  the  smaller 
districts  for  the  costs  of  transportation  (including 
that  to  high  school)  and  aid  to  encourage  the  forma- 
tion of  co-operative  districts.  During  the  past  year, 
Dr.  Hilton  C.  Buley  became  state  Commissioner  of 
Education,  in  place  of  Dr.  Fuller,  who  accepted  a  posi- 
tion of  national  scope. 
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Strafford  teachers  attended  two  "workshops"  for 
in-service  training  of  teachers  in  Supervisory  Union  No. 
44.  The  one  in  Fine  Arts,  held  for  two  days,  was  con- 
ducted by  Dr.  Mildred  M.  Landis.  The  other  (in  Health 
and  Physical  Education)  lasted  for  5  days,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Lura  0.  Bruce  and  Miss  Grace  L. 
Felker.  Both  of  these  workshops  were  conducted  at 
Barrington  School.  Both  included  a  public  evening 
meeting.  The  leaders  were  all  supervisors  from  the 
State  Board  of  Education  staff.  Days  so  spent  were 
allowable  deductions  from  the  school  calendar.  Marked 
benefits  have  resulted  in  the  work  and  activities  of 
the  pupils.  A  F'ield  Day  held  at  Austin-Gate  Academy 
under  the  direction  of  the  physical  education  teacher. 
Mrs.  Holloway,  near  the  close  of  the  year,  provided  an 
opportunity  for  all  the  elementary  schools  and  the  high 
school  to  get  together  for  exercises  and  organized 
games. 

Strafford  has  joined  in  the  purchase  of  Maico  Audio- 
meter and  a  Massachusetss  Vision  Test  outfit,  which 
will  be  available  for  use  by  the  School  Nurse,  Miss 
Myrtle  Fletcher.
